of chemicals and dyes, has presently restricted operation of the factory 
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to two daily shifts. Daily output is from 1,800 to 2,000 meters of 
cloth. The following cloths are manufactured: ordinary suiting 
material; "Loden'’, rough cloth for "Hubertus" raincoats and blankets. 
The raw materials consist of.old battle-dresses and rags from state 
stores, as well as purchase of rags from other sources. All products 
are shipped by rail to Bosnia.
